Contrary to early reports of the discov- 
ery of the body, it had not been mu- 
tilated, nor had any part of the cloth- 
ing been taken away by the slayer. 
While the crime. was undoubtedly the 
work of a desénerate, it was not of the 
nature of previous sensational crimes 
against children on the east side.

Bankers Scout Talk of Big Loan. 


American bankers are considering 
plans for granting commercial credits 


on a relatively small scale to Germany, 
but prospects for a large international 
loan to the German Government appear 
today as remote, if not even more re- 
mote,. th they did two months ago 
and fourteen months . when reports 
gained circulation to the effect that a 
loan would be made to the former 
enemy country.

Carrying an offensive which complete- 
’ Jy baffied- Siki from the first bell to the 
last, Norfolk battered his rival to a 
pulp in one of the most satisfactory and 
“exciting uts between negroes ever 
geen here. When the final bell ended 
“hostilities, Judges Eddie Becker and 
“Tommy Shortell and Referee Eddie 
Purdy voted the decision to Norfolk, an 
- ‘action which was purely a formality. 
“No one in the great crowd which 
Jammed the arena doubted that Norfolk 
had -won. Only a knockout victory 
could have ‘mada Norfolk’s triumph 
more decisive. Norfolk took every one 
of the fifteen rounds in‘a manner which 
left no room for doubt as to his margin 
of superiority. 

Though beaten, Siki made a deep im- 
pression ge the crowd with the. ‘way 
in which he stood,up under the terrific 
battering to which he was subjected. 
A battered and bruised mouth, which 

ed freely, a stream of crimson which 

owed from a cut over the left eye 
exrly in the fray, a badly pounded nose 
and a painfully puffed face gave. Siki 
a grotesque appearance after the first 
six rounds of the battle, but the Sene- 
galese, showing a brand of courage 
which commanded admiration, stood up 
gamely all e time and sought until 
the final bell to turn the tide his way. 

That. his efforts failed was Secause 
®iki is unschooled in the finer points 
*ot boxing. He is essentially a slugger, 
with little or no science. His greatest 
assct is a heavy punch, but this alone 
could not help him against the cool, 
crafty, experienced and ring-wise vet- 
eran Norfolk.

Tells Argentines Also That Dempsey 
Received the Benefit of a 
Count of Eighteen.

Press).—Defending himself for his fail- 
ure to.protest the~ alleged violation of 
the rules governing the.contest by Jack 
Dempsey during Dempsey’s recent fight 
with Luis’ Angel Firpo at the Polo 
Grounds in-New York, Horatio Lavaille, 
Firpo’s chief second, in a _ statement 
hprinted by La Nacion today, detlares 
that druing the first round he attempted 
to enter the ring to lodge a protest, but 
that he was forcibly prevented from do- 
ing so by two members of the Boxing 
Commission, ‘“‘who threatened me’ with 
the. police if I made any protest during 
the match.” 

“After the struggle with them I was 
obliged to step down,’’ the statement 
added. 

Lavalie explained that whfle-in the 
United States he never publicly answere* 
the charges that he had been delinquent, 
because of ‘‘the laws existing in the 
United States which provide severe pun- 
ishment for a statement which might 
injure the interests of an enterprise.’ 

Continuing the statement said - that 
when Firpo knocked Dempsey out ‘of the 
ring the referee did not begin to count 
immediately, and that eighteen ‘seconds 
elapsed “‘before Dempsey was on his 
feet again.”’ Before the match Lavalle 
says he did make a> protest against 
Dempsey wrapping three meters of 
bandages around his left hand, instead 
of the sixty centimeters allowed by the 


rules, and that his protest was upheld. 
Declaring that he did not make any pro- 
test after the fight against Dempsey’s 
‘violations of the rules,’’ Lavalle said 
this was due to the fact that Firpo did 
not wish to accept a victory if it were 
not won from the ring. 


Muldoon. Denies Charges. 


William Muldoon, Chairman of the 
State Athletic Commission,” made a 
sweeping and emphatic denial last night 
of the allegations: contained in the state- 
ment of Horatio Lavalle, who was 
trainer and chief second for Luis Angel 
Firpo in Firpo’s battle against Jack 
Dempsey last September. } 

‘‘Ags I said yesterday, I refuse - to 
take these charges from Buenos Aires

‘Like the charges .credited to Firpo 
upon his arrival home, these reports 
concerning Lavalle, I ‘think, are ridicu- 
lous. It strikes me as funny that neither 
rpo nor Lavalle nor anybody else 
connected with the South American. en- 
tered any complaint on the bout, its 
conduct or any other feature: of the 
match, either during, immediately after 
or the day following the bout. ~ Cer- 
tainly, if any cédmplaint or protest was 
made to the commission it would have 
received due consideration, but not a 
soul eonnected with Firpo appeared at 
sa fag os saad 8 offices the day follow- 
ng 
*“‘Lavalle’s charge that he was forcibly 
restrained from claiming a foul in the 
first round is laughable. ~The commis- 
sion officials assigned to Firpo’s corner 
for the bout were George Brower, a 
member of the commission, and Clarence 
Jennings, one of the deputies. Dan 
Skilling, secretary of the commission, 
also was in Firpo’s. corner to protect 
him, not to injure him. These men, 
with ‘the commission representatives in 
Dempsey’s corner, were charged with 
supervising the application of bandages 
on .the hands under the commission 
rules.* The.men in the respective cor- 
ners alternated in this assignment, so 
that there was no chance of either boxer 
getting the worst of this detail. : 
“In the matter of the count when 
Dempsey was knocked out of the ring 
-we must stand by our referee, He was 
appointed by the commission, and the 
commission, in making such an ap- 
pointment, assumed full responsibility. 
Possibly the referee did make some mis- 
takes in ea the bout. I do not 
deny that possibility. But the accuracy 
of the count cannot be questioned since 
an official knockdown timexeeper at- 


of a certified timer’s watch. 

“Possibly Lavalle still feels resentment 
over a suggestion which I made to Firpo 
in Lavalle’s presence. I suggested that 
it. might be of benefit to Firpo if he 
would enlist the services of a handler 
in his corner during the bout. who was 
familiar with boxing and who could talk 
English, essentials in which I was then, 
and am now, convinced that Lavalle 
was lacking. I remember that Lavalle 
immediately voiced strenuous objec- 
tions, but I quickly withdrew the sug- 
eae pa reminding Lavalle and Firpo 
that I was merely recommending some- 
thing. that I thought ae help Firpo, 
not demanding anything. 

“But that’s all done and gone now. 
The bout is ory, and nothing that 
either Firpo of Lavalle or any y else 
connected with rpo.says will receive 
serious consideration from me. Nor will 
any charges cause me any loss ¢ sleep.”

BELL TO DENOTE KNOCKOUT 


Two>Gongs Will Mean Man Has 
Been Counted Out—One. to 
Signify Round Is Over. 


The rule compelling a boxer to retire 
to the neutral corner furthest removed 
from his fallen rival when a knoc«xdown 
is scored in bouts in this State. yester- 
day was adopted at the weekly meet- 
ing of the State Athletic Commission 
and ‘the License Committee. . With’ the 
adoption of. the ‘rule. the - offtcials 
charged with administering the box- 
ing law here pledged themselves to en- 
force ‘strict observance of a ring code 
which was among the regulations of the 
old board,- but which was ignored in 
the past or only indifferently enforced. 

Under the new order of things a boxer 
scoring a knockdown who does not go 
to a far neutral corner will be 
jeopardizing his own chances of scoring 
a knockout victoy. Referees.and time- 
keepers have been instructed that as 
soon as a knockdown is scored the count 
shall start immediately . over the pros- 
trate boxer, the knockdown. timekeeper 
audibly calling off the passing seconds, 
while the referee ts to see that the boxer 
scoring the knockdown retreats the re- 
quird distance to give his rival every 
sporting chance. if the boxer obeys the 
referee’s instructions, the referee, upon 
seeing that the man who scored the 
knockdown is in a neutral corner, will 
return to the side of the stricken boxer 
and pick up the count at whatever point 
it has reached, according to the xnock- 
down timekeeper’s count. : 

In the event that’ a boxer scori a 
knockdown refuses to go to a neutral 
corner the réferee is instructed to signal 
the knockdown timekeeper to cease 
counting until the rule has been, ob- 
served. If the ten-second count is com- 
pleted before the end of a round, the 
timekeeper will strike the gong twice, 
denoting the end of the bout. If- the 
round terminates before the count is 
completed the timekeeper’ is. instructed 
to ring the gong once, signaling the end 
of si round, and ‘at the same time an- 
nounce the extent of the count over the 
fallen boxer at the time the end of the 
round interrupted the toll.’ 

The: text of the rule adopted yesterday 
follows: 

‘When a knockdown ‘occurs, the time- 
keeper shall immediately arise and an- 
nounce the seconds audibly as they 
elapse. The referee shall first see, that 
the opponent retires to the furthest cor- 
ner, and then, turning to the timekeeper, 
shall pick up the count in unison with 
the timekeeper, announcing the s€conds 
to the boxer on the floor. Should the 
boxer on his féet fail tostay in the 
corner, the referee and timekeeper shall 
cease counting until he has so retired. 
At the tenth second, providing the ter- 
mipation of the round has not happened 
in the meantime, he will strike the géng 
twice. If a round:shall naturally termi- 
nate during a -knocxdown, the. time- 
Keqper shall sound the gong ‘once; thus 
indicating the termination of the three- 
minute round as usual, at the-same time 
announcing the second that the knock- 
down cdunt ended,” 

Chairman William Muldoon of the 
State Athletic Commission presided over 
the méeting, which was attended by the 
full membership of the two boards. The 
authorities devoted considerable time to 
regulations governing suspensions and 
the inflicting of other penalties. upon 
boxers who transgress the rules, but no, 
announcement was made of this matter.’ 

The decision of the commission on the 
question of © iid ap ro Joe Lynch, sus- 
perided world’s bantamweight. champion, 
the privilege of engaging in two ‘‘warm- 
up”’ bouts before boxing Abe Goldstein, 
recognized by the commission, as cham- 
pion, was deferred, pending a formal 
request for this permission rom Lynch 
or his manager, Eddie Mead.

A POLITICAL PROTEUS. 

No ordinary human eye can hope to 
follow the transformations of that pro- 
fessional founder of new parties, Mr. 
J. A. H. Hopxins. He is that band 
of thinkers dear to all sociologists and 
collectors as the Committee of Forty- 
eight—himself multiplied by forty- 
eight. Technically, he is Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of that busy 
concern. It is impossible to remember 
how many parties he has started. He 
had a National Party three or four 
years ago. Then he had a Liberal 
Party. One ‘of his delightful ‘‘ styles ’’ 
is ‘‘ Chairman, Executive Committee, 
** the Committee of Forty-eight, func- 
** tioning as the Liberal Party.’’ So, 
through all multiplicities and diversi- 
ties he holds fast to unity. In 1920 
he wert to that Chicago conference 
and convention which resulted in the 
Farmer-Labor Party and the swallow- 
ing up of the Forty-eight-in-one. 

He invaded’ Nebraska in 1922 and 
was swallowed up again. Indomitable, 
he keeps on making new parties as if 
they were rings of cigarette smoke. 
He had a third party ready for Senator 
Borau, who unkindly waved the gift 
away. Undiscouraged, our Proteus 
kept on in his great work of *' whip- 
ping New York into line ’’ and getting 
a brand-new party ready for 1924. 
Monday he was in Chicago, ‘‘ launch- 
ing ’’ the newest new party—until fur- 
ther notice. Everything was settled 
except the name. Mr. HopxKIns has 
no lack of principles. Public owner- 
ship of transportation, public. utilities 
and the main natural resources makes 
a sufficient mouthful; and there 1s 
plenty more in the locker. We don’t 
see it mentioned, but won’t forbear to 
hope that he is still true to his theory 
that a banking syndicate is the cause 
of unemployment. Clearly, there is a 
majestic forcé of public opinion dis- 
engaged -by this latest ‘‘ movement.” 
The platform was signed by fifteen 
persons. ; ~\ 

That is rather a large number for 
Proteus to agree with at-any given 
time. The fifteen signed a call for a 
nominating convention to be held in 
Minnesota next May. The Farmer- 
Labor Party of Illinois would have 
nothing to do with this. The Farmer- 
Labor Party of Minnesota, an entity 
by itself, is not likely to ba impressed 
vividly by the Hopkinsites. Proteus 
was in Omaha yesterday taking part 
in a three days’ “* progressive. confer- 
ence,’’ thought to be composed in large 
part of patriots who were to get on 
Mr. Henry Forp’s car. But, as 
Richard Swiveller would put ‘it, ‘‘ Is 
the old man friendly?” At any rate, 
it is a pleasure to see Proteus in full 
activity. A new party founded by 
somebody else than the forty-eight 
little Hopkinses will hardly suit his 
austere spirit. Let us-hope that he 
will form a Preter-Progressive Party, 
and that it will ‘ function ’’ happily 
till his next monthly ‘‘ movement.”’ 








RAILWAY CONSOLIDATIONS,

THE SOVIET STEWARD. 

What Russia must do in order to 
save herself from disaster, as is recog- 
nized by her leaders, is to go further 
in the direction in which she has 
been moving—away from communistic 


theory and toward individualistic prac- 


tice. It was found that it was im- 
possible to get on without money; so 
the printing presses were set to work. 
But soon the futility of this course 
became apparent. The Government, 
indeed, virtually wiped out its debt to 
its own people by paying it in a cur- 
rency that was not worth a ten- 
millionth part of its face value. Mas- 
SINGER’s play; ‘‘ A New Way to Pay 
Old Debts,’’ was a social comedy. 
Russia’s new way has been an eco- 
nomic tragedy. The Unjust Steward 
in the parable reduced only by half 
what the tenants owed the landlord, 
while in Russia the Soviet steward has 
written down to nothing the debt of 
the State to the individual. 

What the artisans and peasants in 
Russia are now facing is an economic 
condition in which the peasants cannot 
buy at the prices which impaired in- 
dustries are asking, while the latter 
cannot reduce prices because they can- 
not manufacture cheaply. From this 
vicious circle there is release only 
through foreign credits; but these halt 
at the border. 

Credits. wait on confidence and 
confidence waits on character. Mr. 
MorcaNn ‘in his famous saying probably 
did not mean to dispense with col- 
lateral, but he did emphasize the fact 
that sound character is at the bottom 
of sound economic transactions. It is 
at the foundation of public as well 
as private credit. When ALEXANDER 
HAMILTON faced a practically empty 
Treasury and saw our Government 
securities fallen near to worthlessness, 
hé boldly proposed to meet all obliga- 
tions.and to pay the foreign debts, she 
domestic Federal.debt and the debts of 
al} the States. ‘This course, suggested 
by the moral-axioms of character, had 
the desired effect. It justified the 
confidence of the most enlightened 
friends of good government, answered 
the calls of justice, restored landed 
property to. its due value, furnished 
new resources both to agriculture and 
to commerce, and helped to establish 
order on the basis of an upright and 
liberal policy. Russia has resources 
beyond estimate, as the infant United 
States had-in HAMILTON’s day. But 
they can be utilized only by the estab- 
lishment of a character basis for 
credit.

So small has been the 
development of intensive farming in 
the United States that the retrograde 
movement from good to less good 
lands has been slow. 

Tt does not follow, of course, that 
farmers would be offered poorer iands 
in the South than in the North. As 
a matter of fact, one of the principal 
factors in favor of the plan is ths 
amount of rich land obtainabte cheap- 
ly in certain Southern areas. De-

PASCAL AND THE ATOM. 

‘Celebration of the tercentenary of 
the birth of Pascat, observed this year 
by the universities and academies of 
science and philosophy, seems  par- 
ticularly pertinent in the confirma- 
tion by distinguished living physicists 
of the existence of the infinitesimal 
cosmos of which Pascat but dreamed. 
In his “ Thoughts ’’. he asks man to 
turn from the contemplation of infini- 
ty to the investigation of the * most 
delicate details of nature.’*)First he in- 
vites consideration of the mite, whose 
tiny frame presents a series of yet 
tinier parts with veins, with blood in 
the veins, and globules. in the blood. 
until through endless subdivisions the 
powers of imagination are not only 
fatigued but exhausted and are unable 
to go beyond what he calis the 
“ninutest extreme of nature.” 

“ But-even therein,’’ says Pascat, 
“let man discover a new abyss,”’ for, 
as he adds, he is prépared to point out 
not merely the ‘visible universe, but 
also the immensity which we can con- 
ceive, “* even in the circle of this con- 
“ centrated atom, containing worlds of 
“ its own, each with ts firmament, 
“its planets, its creatures, to all in- 
“ finity.””. Thus it would appear that 
he imagined the afom, upon whose 
indivisibility das the ‘* minutest ex- 
treme of nature ’’ the whole structure 
of chemistry and. physjcs was built 
until a few decades ago, to be such a 
cosmos as Bour has been describing 
in his lectures at Yale, os Hate and 
MILLIKAN have been bombarding in 
their California laboratories, and as 
STEINMETZ and LaNcMuIR in Schenec- 
tady have been making more service- 
able to human use. The atom was a 
reality in Pascat’s mind, as it has 
now come to be a material: reality. 
But to him the spiritual grandeur of 
the conception’ was more than its 
material expression. Man, who but a 
short timé back “ was imperceptfple in 
creation,’’ becomes a “ Colossus,’” a 
“ world ’’ in comparison with “ noth-. 
ingness,’’ ‘pursuing sciences” that are 
“infinite in the extent of their re- 
search.”

He went on to say that some good citi- 
zens can neither read nor ‘write, while 
many in Sing Sing can do both very 
well. He also asked where he would 
hav& been himself if nobody without a 
high school diploma could be Governor, 

All this, if taken in just the right 
sense, is true enough, but one. could 
wish that if the Governor had to talk 
this way at all he had done it on a 
different occasion and not while ad- 
dressing auditors not only likely ‘to mis- 
understand him, but themselves mem- 
bers of a race suffering more than any 
other from lack of education and tuere- 
fore needing it most. 

As for the statement that education is 
not requisite for good citizenship, that is 
true only on the assumption that ‘“‘edu- 
cation’’ is something to be acquired no- 
where except in schools, out of books 
and from professional teachers. That 
assumption no doubt is false. Many 
men not so educated, among them the 
Governor, have been good citizens and 
even have risen to high station and filled 
it well. Their success, however, ‘was hot 
due to lack of education. It was due 
to the fact that in one or another way 
they had become educated men.’ ‘That 
can be done without help from. schools— 
can be done, that is, by a few men of 
exctptional ability and determination. 
But it is a hard, \slow-and usually ter- 
ribly expensive way, not to be com- 
mended except when none other is open, 
It involves the waste of much time in 
travel along paths that must be retraced, 
and, no matter how far the traveler may 
go at last, he would have journeyed both 
faster and more safely if he could have 
utilized in greater degree the work and 
experiences of others, which is what for- 
mal education, the education given in 
schools, makes possible. 

Governor SMITH would not dream of 
condemning his own children to make 
their way in the world with no more 
of “educational advantages” than he 
had himself, and it is regrettable if his 
speech tended to make those whom. he 
was addressing ‘think éducation not 
essential to good. ci » It cer-} 
tainly is, and none knows it better 
than he.

Dr. Rudolf EB. As Havenstein, President 
of the Reichsbank, is dead. He Gted of 
heart disease. 

Dr, Havenstein reached ‘the zenith of 
his career during the war, when in the 


von Hindenburg as a purveyor of the 
sinews of war. He was an old-style 
Prussian functionary with all the lat- 
ter’s merits and faults. His critics hold 
him. to blame for his obstinacy in not 
exhausting all possible means to prevent 
the mark from falling into the abyss. 
Havenstein started his career asa 
lawyer and latér occupied various high 
posts in the Prussian Finance Ministry; 
then in 1907 he became President of the 
Reichsbank, when the importance of 
that institution had considerably waned 
owing to the active competition of other 
banks, but the following year he laid 
down a new policy, reassuring for the 
Reichsbank a leading place. 
Civic honors and degrees were -heaped 
upon him during and after the war, but 
when the monetary Inflation became 
more acute and profiteers reaped big 
profits at the expense of the community 
e was severely attacked for stubbornly 
refusing to release the Reichsbank’s 
sold, eoept in favor of the Ruhr cam- 
paign. position became more and 
more difficult, but he never wavered in 
his purpose and died virtually in har- 
ness, 
Dr. Pavenatels: 8 successor’ probably 
will be Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, Gurrency 
Commissioner of ‘the Reich and man.

Dr, Havenstein became. President of 
the Reichsbark in December, 1907, and 
directed the Imperial German Govern- 
ment’s financing of the World War, 
which was ee lished by a long suc- 
cession of ternal loans.

Bankers Who Negotiated Debt 
. Agreement Call Story of 
De la Huerta False. 


KEEPING OUT OF POLITICS 


_ Silence During Campaign 
Across Rio. Grande. 


Thomas W. ‘Lamont, “Chairman of the 
Internatignal Committee of Bankers on 
Mexico, declined to ‘comment yesterday 
on dispatches from Mexico City quoting 
Adolfo de la~ Huerta, former Finance 
Minister, as saying that the interna- 
tional banking group had promised Mex- 
ico’ a $54,000,000 loan. to. be made as soon 
as the United States- recognized the 
Obregon Government. Mr. Lamont also 
declined to comment on a@ report that he 
had sent a’ telegram to the Mexican 
Government urging it to send money 
more rapidly to New York to comply 
with the Mexican debt agreement. 
‘Other members of the American group 
who worked with British, French, Swiss, 
D&atch and Belgian bankers to readjust 
Mexico’s .$700,000,000 debt also refused 
to.make formal statements. They de- 
nied, however, that any loan to Mexico 
is now corsidered or had been promised. 
They also’said that remittances under 
the debt-funding agreement had _ been 
arriving satisfactorily, and that the 
American group was confident the Mex- 
ican plan would be in operation soon 
after the new year, if not before. 
During the political campaign in Mex- 
feo, in which rene are being made 
by Obregon and Pani against de la 
Huerta, and vice versa, Mr. Lamoni’s 
name figured frequently as head of the 
International Committee of Bankers. 
Mr. Lamont has taken no part whateve 
in the election campaign and none 0. 
the Mexican. political parties has been 
able to capitalize any statement by him 
for political purposes. Mr. Lamont’s 
sole statement, in fact, has befn an ex- 
pression of confidence in the integrity 
of the Republic of Mexico and its de- 
sire to carry out its agreement with 
its éreditors. 

An inquiry into the basis for de ia 
Huerta’s charge that the International 
Banking Committee had failed to carry 
out a promise to loan $50,000,000 to 
Mexico revealed yesterday that an in- 
formal promise to that effect had been 
made by a man who was not associated 
with any of the banks which took part 
in the debt-funding agreement. The 
International: Banking Committee con- 
fined itself to organizing the debts of 
the Mexican Government under one plan 
and declined-to discuss further loans 
until after Mexican financial affairs had 
been placed on a sound basis.
